Dear  Sir: — In  addition  to  the  monthly  report  required  by 
law  heretofore  made  orally  to  your  Board  through  its  Execu- 
tive Committee,  I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a de- 
tailed report  of  my  proceedings  and  actions  as  Executive  Com- 
missioner. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  this  position,  April  1st,  1892,  I 
appointed  Mr.  Chas.  Kinney,  late  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Secretay 
of  State’s  Office,  as  my  secretary  and  assistant.  Although 
under  the  law  appointing  your  Board  there  was  no  require- 
ment or  obligation  on  your  part  to  take  any  measures  look- 
ing to  the  securing  of  private  exhibitors  from  Ohio,  I pro- 
ceeded to  take  such  action  as  would  best  advance  the  repre- 
sentation of  this  State  and  present  a showing  of  her  private 
enterprises  in  the  Departments  of  Manufactures,  Transporta- 
tion, Mining,  Electricity  and  Machinery.  The  most  striking 
thing  appeared  to  be  lack  of  information  on  the  part  of  our 
citizens  as  to  the  method  of  making  application  for  space  at 
the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  and  the  rules  of  the 
departments  attending  thereto.  To  meet  this  conditioh  I sent 
to  the  different  manufacturers  and  business  men  of  this  State 
all  the  necessary  information  upon  this  subject.  Ten  thousand 
pieces  of  mail  matter,  composed  of  circulars,  applications  for 
space  and  classifications  of  the  different  departments  of  the 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition  were  mailed  throughout  the 
State,  and  in  addition  to  this  more  than  four  thousand  personal 
and  circular  letters  were  addressed  to  different  persons.  The 
result  became  apparent  at  once,  and  from  the  time  that  this 
work  was  done  until  the  15th  of  this  month  numerous  applica- 
tions for  space,  representing  the  best  and  most  interesting 
industries  of  this  State  were  filed  in  the  various  departments  at 
Chicago.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  time  when  this  work 
commenced  there  are  not  as  many  applications  from  this  State 
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on  file  as  there  would  have  been  were  it  begun  one  year  ago  ; 
but  withal  this,  by  reason  of  extended  circulation  of  the  mail 
matter  referred  to,  the  representation  of  manufactories  and 
industries  of  Ohio  will  stand  abreast  of  any  State  in  the  Union. 
I do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  variety,  extensiveness  and 
importance  of  our  private  exhibits  will  equal  that  of  any  other 
State.  The  effort  to  secure  these  exhibits  has  been  made  upon 
the  line  rather  of  variety,  character  and  importance,  than  that 
of  number  ; consequently  a comparison  of  Ohio  with  those  of 
other  States  in  regard  to  numbers  it  not  indicative  of  the  posi- 
tion which  she  will  occupy  in  the  Exposition.  I herewith  sub- 
mit to  the  Board  a full  list  of  the  applications  for  space  of  pri- 
vate exhibitors  from  Ohio.  The  applications  are  given  in  the 
order  of  the  departments  in  which  they  belong. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  list  is  hardly  complete,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  applications  have  been  made  that  are  not  yet 
reported  to  me.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  the  total  number 
of  private  exhibitors  will  be  nearly  five  hundred. 

[The  list  is  reported  to  the  Board  of  World’s  Fair  Managers  as  having 
been  withheld  from  publication  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  of  the 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition  at  Chicago.] 

The  foregoing  list  fairly  represents  the  standing  and  pro- 
gress of  this  State  in  the  various  Departments  of  the  Exposi- 
tion. The  number  and  character  of  exhibits,  with  the  space 
applied  for  by  each  exhibitor  is  withheld  from  publication  at 
this  time  for  the  obvious  reason  that  the  exhibitors  have  mostly 
entered  for  competition,  and  it  is  not  regarded  as  fair  by  the 
Board  at  Chicago  to  give  to  the  world  the  details  of  each  indi- 
vidual exhibit.  It  is  very  necessary  that  as  far  as  possible  that 
the  space  asked  for  should  be  obtained,  but  I am  advised  by 
the  authorities  at  Chicago  that  the  applications  for  space  are 
far  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  can  be  granted.  In  this  event 
it  will  be  necessary  for  your  Board  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  indicating  to  the  heads  of  the  different  departments  what 
exhibitors  will  best  represent  the  different  phases  of  the  manu- 
facturing and  industrial  progress  of  the  State.  I have  received 
from  Mr.  Robinson,  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Machinery, 
the  following  letter  which  indicates  this  :

Exec.  Comr  State  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers,  Columbus,  O. : 

Dear  Sir: — As  the  assignment  of  space  in  Machinery  Hall 
will  not  exceed  one-third  of  the  amount  already  applied  for, 
any  information  you  can  give  regarding  the  relative  standing  of 
the  manufacturers  of  the  different  classes  of  machinery  in  your 
State  would  aid  us  in  making  a fair  distribution  of  the  space. 
To  fix  the  largest  firms  and  compare  the  others  to  them  nu- 
merically, would  be  a good  method.  An  early  reply  will 
oblige,  Yours  truly,

If  it  should  become  necessary  for  the  Board  to  assume  this 
responsibility  it  would  be  best  to  select  only  those  exhibits 
which  will  illustrate  in  the  highest  degree  our  industrial  stand- 
ing and  progress.  All  efforts  at  mere  warehouse  displays 
should  be  curtailed,  and  only  the  best  specimens  of  manufac- 
tured products  and  machinery  should  be  selected.  The  condi- 
tion referred  to  in  Mr.  Robinson’s  letter  fully  confirms  the 
proposition  that  the  quality  of  the  goods  exhibited  and  not 
the  number  of  exhibitors  should  be  made  the  standard  adopted 
by  the  Board. 


STATE  EXHIBITS. 

It  is  in  the  manner  of  State  exhibits  that  the  Board  is  ex- 
pected to  do  its  greatest  work,  and  in  fact  it  is  the  only  work 
which  it  assumes  as  a legal  duty.  Private  exhibitors  have  a 
commercial  motive  in  presenting  their  articles  for  exhibition  in 
their  respective  lines  of  work.  For  this  reason  the  Board  of 
Managers  is  not  specially  called  upon  under  the  law  to  make 
any  special  effort  in  the  name  of  the  State  to  exhibit  articles 
which  are  the  result  of  private  and  commercial  enterprise.  In 
the  language  of  the  statute  creating  this  Board  it  is  made  their 
duty  to  take  charge  of  the  “ preparation  and  exhibition  at  the 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893,  of  the  natural  and  in- 
dustrial products  of  the  State,  and  of  objects  illustrating  its 
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history,  progress,  moral  and  material  welfare  and  future  devel- 
opment.” In  other  words,  upon  the  Board  devolves  the  duty 
of  having  such  a representation  as  a State  in  all  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  exposition  whereby  she  can  illustrate  her  great- 
ness and  progress. 

In  each  of  the  State  exhibits  it  is  proposed  to  make  a 
collection  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  in  the  following 
Departments,  viz.:  Agriculture,  Horticulture,  Live  Stock, 

Forestry,  Archaeology  and  History,  Liberal  Arts,  Public  Works 
and  Public  Institutions,  Fish  and  Fisheries,  and  Mines  and 
Mining. 

In  all  of  these  Departments,  with  the  exception  of  Agri- 
culture and  Mines  and  Mining,  the  plan  of  exhibit  has  been 
determined  upon,  and  the  designs  of  arrangement  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  Exposition  authorities.  I proceed  to  give  the 
Board  a detailed  account  of  the  work  done  in  each  Depart- 
ment. 

AGRICULTURE. 

In  Department  A,  under  the  classification  of  Agriculture,, 
a complete  exhibit  of  the  products  of  the  soil  will  be  made. 
Owing  to  the  character  of  the  exhibit,  and  the  nature  of  the 
materials  required,  no  details  can  be  given  at  this  time.  The 
work  of  preparing  it,  and  the  arrangement  "in  relation 
thereto,  is  under  charge  of  Mr.  L.  M.  Bonham,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  from  which  a complete  re- 
port at  the  proper  time  can  be  expected.  I have  mailed  several 
thousand  circulars,  which  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Bonham,  to  the 
farmers  of  Ohio,  and  from  their  circulation,  results  will  be  had 
later.  Further  than  this,  no  other  detail  work  has  been  done 
by  me. 

The  amount  of  space  applied  for  in  this  department  is 
3000  square  feet. 

HORTICULTURE. 

By  the  action  of  your  Board,  the  collection  and  prepara- 
tion of  the  Horticultural  exhibit  has  been  intrusted  largely  to 
the  Ohio  State  Horticultural  Society.  They  have  signified. 
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their  acceptance  of  the  work,  and  will,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  and  Executive  Commissioner,  make  a creditable 
exhibit  from  this  State.  I have  had  correspondence  with  those 
in  charge,  and  everything  points  to  an  interesting  and  repre- 
sentative exhibit  in  this  line.  The  nature  of  the  exhibit  pre- 
vents active  preparation  at  this  date.  The  space  applied  for  is 
6000  square  feet. 


LIVE  STOCK. 


In  the  Department  of  Live  Stock,  I have  filed  application 
for  1,500  square  feet,  and  in  that  space  the  State  will  make  an 
exhibit  of  all  the  species  of  birds  common  to  Ohio.  On  the 
2nd  of  April,  Mr.  Bonham  and  myself  contracted  with  Mr. 
Oliver  Davie,  a skilled  Taxidermist  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  to 
furnish,  mounted  and  ready  for  transportation,  a male  and  fe- 
male of  each  species  of  the  birds  of  this  State.  Mr.  Davie 
reports  his  work  as  being  conducted  thus  far  with  success,  and 
writes  me  that  he  will  have  an  interesting,  instructive  and  com- 
plete exhibit  upon  this  subject.  He  will  furnish  and  mount  on 
proper  stands  for  cases  one  specimen,  male  and  female,  of  the 
following  birds  :

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FORESTRY. 


In  the  Department  of  Forestry,  preparations  are  being 
made  for  a full  and  interesting  exhibit  of  the  forest  trees  of 
Ohio.  The  arrangement  of  the  exhibit  has  been  determined 
upon,  and  has  been  pronounced  a success  by  the  authorities 
at  Chicago.  To  make  an  exhibit  according  to  the  plan  de- 
termined upon  will  only  require  625  square  feet  of  space, 
which  has  already  been  allowed,  and  yet  the  plan  of  exhibi- 
tion is  such  that  in  that  limited  space  a full  scientific  and  in- 
teresting exhibit  of  all  our  trees  can  be  made.  It  is  proposed 
to  show  the  specimens  of  all  woods  in  the  following  manner  : 

1.  A transverse  section  of  the  trunk  of  the  tree. 

2.  A polished  slab. 

3.  A rough  slab  as  taken  from  the  tree. 

4.  A section  of  the  bark. 

5.  A glass  case  surmounting  the  foregoing  in  which  will 
be  placed  the  twigs,  leaves,  blossoms  and  fruit  of  each  tree 
separately. 

These  several  parts  will  be  attached  to  a pine  slab  four 
feet  long  and  fifteen  inches  wide,  and  each  separate  variety 
and  kind  of  tree  will  be  shown  on  a separate  slab.  These 
separate  exhibits  will  be  attached  to  wall  space  in  a manner 
which  cannot  be  conveniently  illustrated  here. 

The  collection  and  preparation  of  this  display  is  under  the 
supervision  of  Professor  W.  A.  Kellerman,  Professor  of  Bot- 
any in  the  Ohio  State  University.  The  exhibit  will  contain 
the  following  specimens  of  Ohio  trees  :

In  addition  to  the  individual  specimens  mentioned  there 
will  be  placed  upon  exhibition  : 

1.  Such  abnormal  and  pathological  growths  as  may  be  of 
interest. 

2.  Photographs  of  single  trees  remarkable  for  size,  beauty, 
or  other  characteristics. 

3.  Groups  of  trees,  groves  and  shelter  belts  of  a striking 
character. 

4.  Charts  showing  use  and  development  of  the  timber  in- 
dustry with  its  application. 

An  exhibit  in  the  manner  proposed  will  probably  not  be 
duplicated  by  any  other  state,  and  will  therefore  be  of  especial 
interest  and  a credit  to  the  State.  It  will  command  the  atten- 
tion of  the  casual  observer  as  well  as  the  student  or  person  of 
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close  and  critical  observation  ; it  will  show  at  a glance  all  the 
information  that  a person  would  desire  in  regard  to  species 
or  kind  of  tree,  except  the  size,  shape  or  outline,  which  will  be 
shown  by  the  photographs. 

In  addition  to  this  exhibit  all  of  the  native  medicinal 
plants,  including  the  barks,  nuts,  leaves,  herbs,  etc.,  that  are 
recognized  in  medicinal  works  or  domestic  practice,  will  be 
shown.  These  plants  will  be  attached  to  white  cardboard  or 
heavy  paper,  accompanied  in  each  case  by  the  special  parts 
used  medicinally  and  shown  under  glass. 

The  space  allowed  for  the  Forestry  Exhibit  will  be  covered 
by  a platform  8 inches  high,  and  enclosed  by  a neat  rustic  railing 
28  inches  high.  An  arched  doorway  or  entrance  will  commu- 
nicate with  the  main  aisle  of  the  Forestry  building. 

The  exhibit  will  mainly  occupy  the  central  portion  of  the 
area  and  be  in  the  form  of  a square  column  or  pyramid  12  feet 
high,  flanked  by  four  wings  each  8 feet  high — a wing  directed 
toward  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  exhibit  ; the  area  sur- 
mounting the  wings  will  be  framed  photographs.  Surmounting 
the  central  pyramid  will  be,  if  feasible,  a tiny  grove  of  living 
buckeye  trees  (each  two  or  three  feet  high)  enclosed  by  a 
miniature  old-fashioned  rail  fence  (with  stakes  and  riders).  A 
small  log  cabin  may  be  built  in  the  shade  of  the  trees,  to  add 
to  the  novelty  of  the  scene. 

Sufficient  floor  space,  between  the  wings  of  the  pyramid, 
but  adjacent  to  the  railing  surmounting  the  exhibit  area,  will 
remain  to  show  the  medicinal  plants  (under  glass),  pathologi- 
cal and  abnormal  growths,  and  other  things,  which  doubtless 
will  be  prepared  and  brought  to  light  during  the  season  and 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee. 

It  will  be  desirable  to  distribute  in  connection  with  this 
exhibit  a souve?iir  bearing  the  name  of  Ohio  ; and,  if  feasible, 
buckeyes,  i.  e.,  the  fruit  of  the  buckeye  tree,  will  be  used. 

It  is  expected  that  within  ninety  days  the  forestry  exhibit 
of  this  State  will  be  practically  collected,  the  work  being  such 
as  can  be  successfully  carried  on  throughout  the  summer. 
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ARCHAEOLOGY. 


In  Department  M,  which  relates  to  Ethnology,  Archae- 
ology and  History,  the  State  will  make  a collective  exhibit, 
the  details  of  which  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Archaeological  and  Historical  Society,  under  the  direction  of 
your  Board.  The  State  of  Ohio  offers  a wide  field  for  an  inter- 
esting and  instructive  exhibit  in  this  department.  It  is  a satis- 
faction to  report  that  the  different  portions  of  the  exhibit  have 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  those  specially  fitted  for  the  work. 
The  following  plan  has  been  adopted  as  one  which  will  best 
show  the  Archaeological  and  Historical  progress  of  the  race 
within  the  boundaries  of  Ohio  : 

THE  ICE  AGE  IN  OHIO. 

The  preparation  of  this  section  will  be  under  the  charge 
of  Prof.  G.  Frederick  Wright,  of  Oberlin  College,  an  acknowl- 
edged authority  and  writer  upon  this  subject.  It  will  exhibit  by 
models,  maps  and  diagrams,  the  physical  surface  of  the  State 
as  it  existed  during  the  Ice  Period — when  Ohio  appears  about 
as  Greenland  or  the  polar  regions  do  to-day.  Man,  animal 
and  plant  life  will  be  shown  by  such  specimens  and  evidence 
of  hand  work  as  can  now  be  obtained;  glacial  action  by  bould- 
ers and  boulder  erosion,  and  the  action  of  ice  upon  the  rocks  ; 
maps  and  diagrams,  etc.,  etc.,  arranged  to  exhibit  to  the  best 
advantage,  not  only  to  the  man  of  science,  but  to  those  who 
can  give  but  little  thought  and  time  to  these  studies.  Prof. 
Wright,  in  reference  to  this  section,  says  : 

“ My  plan,  so  far  as  outlined,  will  be, 

1.  To  collect  representative  boulders  from  different  parts 
of  Ohio,  which  can  be  arranged  in  artistic  form  in  the  space 
allotted. 

2.  To  exhibit  in  connection  with  them  fragments  of  the 
original  ledges  in  Canada  from  which  the  boulders  have  been 
brought  by  the  ice. 

3.  To  exhibit  the  best  specimens  I can  get  of  glacical  fur- 
rows and  scratches  from  rocks.  The  Stone  Companies  on 
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Kelly’s  Island  and  in  Amherst  will  quarry  out  anything  I may 
select  and  will  send  it  free  of  cost. 

4.  Specimens  of  scratched  stones. 

5.  Exhibit  the  Newcomerstown  palaeolithic  implement 
side  by  side  with  similar  implements  which  I brought  from 
Europe  this  summer. 

6.  Exhibit  abundant  photographs  of  the  gravel  terraces  in 
which  implements  have  been  and  may  be  expected  to  be 
found. 

7.  Have  a large  glacial  map  of  Ohio  prepared  from  the 
latest  data. 

8.  An  outline  map  of  the  United  States  with  the  general 
glacial  movements  indicated,  showing  the  course  the  Ohio 
boulders  have  been  brought. 

9.  Placard  detailing  in  bold  letters  the  principal  glacial 
facts. 

With  this  plan  I can  present  an  object  lesson  in  Chicago 
that  will  impress  every  visitor.” 

THE  NATIVE  RACES. 

This  section  will  consist  of  an  exhibit  showing  the  charac- 
ter of  the  life  and  conditions  of  the  aboriginal  inhabitants  of 
Ohio;  viz.,  the  Mound  Builders  and  Indians.  The  details  and 
arrangements  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  M.  C.  Read,  of 
Hudson,  and  A.  A.  Graham,  Secretary  of  the  Ohio  Archaeo- 
logical Society,  both  of  whom  are  well  qualified  to  do  able  and 
effective  work  in  connection  therewith.  This  section  will  be 
divided  into  several  departments,  arranged  as  follows  : 

1.  Implements  of  stone,  including  every  article  of  stone  of 
human  manufacture  in  domestic,  defensive  or  ornamental  use. 
These  specimens  will  be  arranged  in  cases  upon  an  order  or 
plan  that  will  be  decided  later,  the  intention  being  to  so  ex- 
hibit them  as  will  best  exemplify  the  life  of  the  aboriginal 
inhabitants. 

2.  Implements  of  Bone,  ornamental,  domestic  and  defens- 
ive will  be  arranged  somewhat  upon  the  same  plan  as  those  in 
Section  1. 
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3.  Implements  of  Metal,  chiefly  copper,  bronze,  and  iron. 
As  this  class  of  implements  includes  much  of  the  life  of  the 
Indians  who  lived  after  the  advent  of  the  Whites,  the  exhibit, 
in  some  parts,  will  necessarily  be  somewhat  modern  in  charac- 
ter. 

4.  Models  illustrating  the  chief  types,  of  Mounds,  Earth- 
works, Circles,  Squares  and  Systems,  so  arranged  as  to  show 
the  wonderful  variety  and  character  of  these  remains  in  Ohio. 
About  them  will  be  maps,  charts,  engravings,  photographs, 
etc.,  etc., 

THE  HISTORICAL  PERIOD. 

This  section  will  exhibit  that  part  of  the  history  of  the 
State  since  the  settlement  by  the  white  race.  It  will  be 
arranged  by  Mr.  Graham,  and  will  cover  the  full  period  of  the 
State  history,  commencing  at  the  discovery  of  the  Ohio  River 
in  1669  by  the  French,  and  terminating  at  the  present  time. 
The  details  of  this  exhibit  will  be  sub-divided  as  follows  : 

1.  The  French  and  English  period  from  1669  to  1783  will 
be  illustrated  by  maps  and  charts,  showing  the  route  of  ex- 
plorers, and  the  posts  and  trading  stations  established  by 
them. 

2.  The  American  period,  from  1783  to  the  present,  will  be 
illustrated  by  maps,  showing  the  successive  period  of  growth. 
Pictures,  drawings,  photographs  and  paintings  of  historic 
scenes,  places  and  persons  will  be  made. 

3.  Pioneer  life,  illustrated  by  utensils  for  the  cabin,  the 
field  and  the  woods,  will  be  arranged  somewhat  chronologic- 
ally, showing  the  State  through  its  pioneer  period,  its  forma- 
tive period,  etc.,  to  the  present  time. 

As  far  as  possible,  articles  illustrating  this  division  will  be 
arranged  in  sections  to  show  the  various  phases  of  American 
life  ; the  whole  to  be  a hist6ry  of  the  State  as  exhibited  in 
these  articles. 
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The  following  report  from  Mr.  Graham  gives  the  progress 
and  plans  relating  to  this  department: 

Columbus,  O,  July  15,  1892. 

Hon.  Daniel  J.  Ryan, 

Exec.  Conir  World's  Fair  Commission  for  Ohio,  Columbus , O.  : 

Dear  Sir: — On' assuming  charge  of  this  department,  the 
committee  decided  to  first  obtain  the  names  and  addresses  of 
all  persons  in  Ohio  having  articles  for  exhibition  in  such  a de- 
partment. To  obtain  these  names,  a circular  letter  and  a blank 
were  sent  to  all  the  postmasters  in  Ohio.  Responses  be- 
gan to  come  in,  and  are  coming  in  now  both  from  the  post- 
masters and  from  the  names  they  sent.  This  will  undoubtedly 
continue  for  a month  "to  come.  By  that  time  the  State  will  be 
thoroughly  canvassed ; these  lists  will  then  be  analyzed  and 
tabulated,  and  we  can  then  tell  at  a glance  just  what  can  be 
added  to  the  Department  and  what  should  be  selected,  thus 
avoiding  duplicates,  unnecessary  articles,  etc.,  etc.  The  aim 
of  this  Department  is  to  make  a typical,  instructive  and  com- 
plete exhibit  in  archaeology  and  history,  whether  the  space  be 
large  or  small. 

In  the  fall,  probably  about  October,  Mr.  M.  C.  Read  of  Hud- 
son, will  make  a canvass  of  the  State,  visiting  all  these  parties, 
and  selecting  from  their  collections  such  specimens  as  we  will 
want  in  connection  with  this  Department.  I shall,  in  the 
meantime,  collect  as  far  as  possible,  an  exhibit  of  the  domestic 
and  industrial  life  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  be  exhibited  at 
the  State  Fair,  in  September;  the  articles  to  be  retained  and 
sent  from  there  to  Chicago.  As  far  as  possible  we  will  get  all 
the  specimens  and  articles  of  various  kinds  donated  to  the  De- 
partment. 

At  a conference  had  with  F.  W.  Putnam,  United  States  Com- 
missioner in  charge  of  this  Department,  an  outlined  plan  was 
decided  upon,  and  it  was  agreed  that  not  only  the  exhibit  made 
by  Ohio,  but  also  the  exhibit  made  by  the  National  Commis- 
sion should  be  made  together  in  one  exhibit.  This  has  required 
a modification  of  the  application  for  space.  As  soon  as  it  is 
definitely  decided  upon  I will  make  a detailed  plan  of  the  floor 
and  wall  space,  the  table  and  table  cases,  and  the  wall  cases, 
and  be  able  to  state  the  amount  of  space  we  shall  need.  My 
opinion  is  that  we  should  have  no  less  than  5,000  square  feet 
of  space,  exclusive  of  the  space  required  for  visitors. 

In  these  departments  the  exhibit  will  be  made,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  groups  ; as  in  the  Department  of  History  groups  of 
maps,  illustrating  the  various  epochs  of  State  history  will  be 
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exhibited  by  themselves  so  that  visitors  can  see  all  of  that 
group  without  travelling  all  over  the  buildings  to  do  so.  The 
same  plan  will  be  followed  in  the  exhibit  of  household  uten- 
sils and  household  appliances  ; such  as  pewter  dishes  and 
other  old-fashioned  wares  ; spinning  wheels,  looms  and  their 
accessories,  etc.  etc.,  will  be  grouped  together  so  that  all  in 
that  line  can  be  seen  in  one  group. 

The  Department  of  Archaeology  will  have  grouped  in  cases 
and -on  tables  specimens  of  art  and  manufacture  of  ancient 
races  and  inhabitants  of  Ohio,  arranged  somewhat  in  the  order 
of  their  use.  For  instance,  if  a visitor  desires  to  study  the 
type  of  some  axe  or  hammer  or  maul  found  in  Ohio  he  will 
find  these  grouped  in  cases  by  themselves,  so  arranged  that  he 
can  study  the  entire  group  with  very  little  moving. 

It  is  also  necessary  that  the  exhibit  be  provided  entirely 
with  Ohio  articles  ; that  is,  articles  that  are  found  in  Ohio 
whose  history  can  be,  in  some  measure,  traced,  or  whose  his- 
tory is  so  closely  identified  with  Ohio  that  no  other  disposition 
can  be  made  of  them.  We  are  also  arranging  for  groups  of 
photographs  of  various  historical  localities  in  Ohio  to  be 
mounted  upon  revolving  stands.  In  most  cases  I have  secured 
these  by  donation  by  people  in  these  localities.  We  have  also 
arranged  for  some  paintings  of  prominent  events  in  the  history 
of  the  State.  These  will  be  ready  not  later  than  March,  1893. 

During  the  summer  I expect  to  complete  all  the  prelim- 
inary work — having  our  arrangements  made  for  space,  maps, 
charts,  drawings,  etc.,  etc.  During  the  fall  and  early  winter 
we  will  collect  the  exhibit,  either  bring  it  to  Columbus  or  send 
to  Chicago,  as  may  be  found  best,  and  there  classify  and 
arrange  it.  We  shall  make  an  effort,  as  a society,  to  supple- 
ment this,  and  thereby  increase  the  collection  of  the  exhibit. 
The  department,  when  completed  and  exhibited,  will  be  one  of 
the  most  interesting,  most  typical,  and  we  think  one  of  the 
best  that  can  be  made.  A.  A.  Graham.” 

LIBERAL  ARTS. 

Department  L,  designated  as  Liberal  Arts,  will  contain 
exhibits  relating  to  education,  literature,  engineering,  public 
works,  music  and  the  drama.  In  this  Department  the  State 
will  contribute  an  exhibit  which  will  illustrate  her  educational, 
benevolent  and  penal  institutions.  The  collection  of  this  ex- 
hibit will  be  wholly  under  the  authority  of  your  Board,  and  will, 
I am  satisfied,  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  State. 
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In  this  Department,  one  of  the  most  important  exhibits 
will  be  that  showing  the  existing  condition  of  the  public  insti- 
tutions of  Ohio,  together  with  their  history  and  development. 
For  the  purpose  of  forming  an  organization  looking  to  the  proper 
preparation  of  this  exhibit,  I called  a meeting  of  the  Superin- 
tendents of  the  various  State  institutions,  which  was  held  at  my 
office  J uly  14th,  1892.  There  was  a very  satisfactory  response  to 
the  call  and  a full  attendance.  All  the  institutions  of  the  State 
were  represented  with  the  exceptions  of  the  Toledo  Asylum  for 
the  Insane,  the  Epileptic  at  Gallipolis  and  the  Intermediate  Pen- 
itentiary at  Mansfield  ; the  incompleteness  of  the  two  latter 
rendered  it  unnecessary  for  representatives  to  be  present,  while 
Dr.  Toby,  of  the  Toledo  Asylum,  was  detained  at  home  on  ac- 
count of  the  serious  illness  of  his  wife.  He,  however,  sent  to 
the  meeting  an  encouraging  letter,  pledging  a first  class  exhibit. 
The  different  State  institutions  were  represented  as  follows: 
General  Charles  L.  Young,  Superintendent  of  O.  S.  and  S.  O. 
Home,  Xenia  ; Dr.  F.  W.  Harmon,  Superintendent  Longview 
Insane  Asylum,  Cincinnati  ; Warden  C.  C.  James,  Ohio  Peni- 
tentiary ; General  R.  B.  Brown,  Zanesville,  trustee  of  Ohio 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors’  Home,  Sandusky  ; Capt.  D.  M.  Barrett, 
Superintendent  of  the  Boys’  Industrial  Home,  Lancaster  ; Dr. 
H.  P.  Fricker,  Superintendent  Institution  for  the  Blind  ; Dr.  Ira 
B.  Hamlin,  Assistant  Physician  Central  Insane  Asylum  ; H.  C. 
Eyman,  Superintendent  Cleveland  Insane  Asylum  ; Dr.  S.  O. 
Dunlap,  Superintendent  Athens  Insane  Asylum  ; Colonel  S.  R. 
Clark,  Superintendent-elect  Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dumb  ; 
Superintendent  Jacob  Burkley,  Working  Home  for  the  Blind, 
Iberia  ; Dr.  G.  A.  Doren,  Superintendent  Imbecile  Asylum, 
and  Secretary  Byers  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

N.  S.  Rosenau,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Corrections  and 
Charities  of  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  in  whose  De- 
partment most  of  the  institutions  will  place  their  exhibit,  was 
also  present  upon  invitation  and  addressed  the  meeting,  outlin- 
ing what  was  desired  in  the  way  of  representation  from  Ohio, 
and  giving  much  detailed  information  concerning  it.  The  result 
of  this  conference  was  profitable  and  satisfactory,  and  the  out- 
line of  the  proposed  exhibit  of  the  State  institutions  was  agreed 
upon  as  follows : 
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1.  Each  institution  to  collect  and  bind  all  literature  per- 
taining to  and  published  by  the  authorities.  It  is  to  consist 
largely  of  reports,  general,  special  and  annual,  of  the  officers 
of  the  institutions.  Also  charts,  or  diagrams,  exhibiting,  by 
the  graphic  process,  the  management,  expense,  conduct  of  the 
inmates  and  the  results  and  workings  of  the  institutions. 

2.  Architectural  plans  and  details  showing  the  construction 
and  detailed  methods  of  sanitation,  heating,  ventilation  and 
drainage  of  the  different  State  institutions.  These  plans  will 
be  drawn  to  a scale,  so  as  to  convey  to  the  observer  a correct 
impression  of  all  details.  In  this  section  are  to  be  placed  pho- 
tographs of  institutional  buildings,  and  also  of  such  interior 
rooms  as  will  show  the  furniture  and  apparatus. 

3.  Samples  of  the  different  appliances  used  in  the  institu- 
tion. 

4.  Samples  of  the  products  of  patients  or  inmates  of  the 
different  institutions,  showing  both  mental  and  manual  results. 

5.  Miniature  models  representing  the  manner  of  clothing 
and  showing  the  uniforms  adopted  in  the  different  State  insti- 
tutions. 

By  following  this  plan  I look  for  an  exhibit  from  each  of 
the  public  institutions  of  this  State  which  will  be  creditable 
alike  to  their  officers  and  our  people  at  large.  In  the  prep- 
aration of  the  details  and  in  the  collection  of  material,  the 
heads  of  the  respective  institutions  will  have  charge,  subject  to 
such  instructions  as  the  Executive  Commissioner  and  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe.  I expect  to  report  at  a 
later  date  a more  particular  enumeration  of  the  details  of  the 
proposed  exhibit,  and  to  give  by  name  the  individual  articles 
to  be  represented. 

The  educational  exhibit  of  Ohio,  presenting  the  progress 
and  development  of  our  common  school  system,  belongs  to 
the  Department  of  Liberal  Arts,  and  the  entire  plan  of  the 
exhibit  has  been  agreed  upon.  Application  has  been  made  for 
5,000  square  feet.  The  supervision  of  the  same  has  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Common 
Schools,  O.  T.  Corson.  Mr.  Corson  has  called  to  his  assist- 
ance the  following  superintendents  throughout  the  State  : J. 
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A.  Shawan,  Columbus;  Dr.  John  McBurney,  Cambridge;  C.  W. 
Bennett,  Piqua;  F.  Trendley,  Youngstown;  J.  D.  Simpkins,  St. 
Mary’s;  W.  W.  Boyd,  Marietta;  J.  P.  Cummins,  Clifton. 

The  plan  of  the  common  school  exhibit  will  be  as  follows: 

1.  Manuscript  work,  essays,  etc.  In  making  selections  of 
manuscript  work,  etc.,  of  pupils,  it  will  be  provided  that  an 
exhibit  be  held  at  each  county  seat  at  a time,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  hereafter  indicated.  In  this  exhibit  there  will  be 
four  divisions  represented: 

(a)  Work  of  all  sub-district  schools,  including  all  schools- 
having less  than  three  teachers. 

( b ) Graded  schools  of  village  and  special  districts. 

( c ) Graded  schools  of  cities. 

(d)  High  schools. 

These  county  exhibits  will  be  in  charge  of  a committee 
composed  of  the  regular  Institute  Executive  Committee,  and 
two  persons  selected  by  the  superintendents  and  principals  of 
the  different  schools  in  the  county.  This  Committee  will 
select  from  the  manuscripts  placed  before  them  about  fifty  in 
each  branch  of  study.  These  manuscripts  will  be  forwarded 
by  the  county  committee  to  the  Executive  Commissioner  at 
Columbus  ; by  him  they  will  be  submitted  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Common  Schools,  who,  together  with  his  assistants,  named 
above,  will  select  the  best  material  for  the  exhibit  at  Chicago. 
Manuscripts  selected  will  be  bound  in  uniform  and  neat  style, 
and  preserved  for  use  after  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposi- 
tion. 

( e ) Natural  history  cabinets,  herbariums  and  collections 
illustrating  the  study  of  the  flora  of  the  State  will  be  collected 
and  placed  together  in  a manner  as  will  best  illustrate  the 
field  work  of  the  scholars  of  the  common  school  system. 

2.  Maps,  charts  and  drawings. 

(a)  Showing  location  of  each  school  house  in  the  State. 

(b)  Showing  the  cost  of  education  in  each  county,  school 
attendance,  and  other  facts  pertaining  to  the  educational  de- 
velopment of  the  State. 

(c)  Showing  the  relative  number  of  pupils  in  country  and 
town  and  city  schools  in  1860,  ’70,  ’80  and  ’90. 
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(d)  Showing  the  relative  number  of  pupils  in  Primary, 
Grammar  and  High  School  grades  for  1860,  '70,  ’80  and  ’90. 

3.  Photograph  albums  of  school  and  school  buildings, 
showing  architecture,  methods  of  ventilation,  and  sanitary  ar- 
rangement. 

4.  History  of  organization  and  development  of  Ohio’s 
school  system  as  shown  by  the  laws,  courses  of  study,  report  of 
School  Commissioner,  Educational  publications,  etc. 

5.  Text-books  arranged  so  as  to  show  the  old  and  the 
new,  together  with  a collection  of  school  books  written  by  Ohio 
authors. 

In  connection  with  the  common  school  exhibit,  but  in  a 
different  section,  space  will  be  assigned  to  normal  schools  that 
are  connected  with  the  common  school  system,  and  maintained 
at  public  expense. 

Space  amounting  to  5,000  square  feet  has  been  applied  for 
as  necessary  for  the  exhibit  of  the  common  school  system. 
The  collection  of  material  has  commenced,  and  will  be  carried 
on  throughout  the  summer,  but  the  preparation  of  manuscript 
work  will  not  be  attempted  until  the  opening  of  the  schools  in 
September.  I find  a very  pronounced  sentiment  among  the 
teachers  of  this  State  favorable  to  an  instructive  and  effective 
educational  exhibit.  On  the  7th  of  July  I attended  and  ad- 
dressed the  Ohio  State  Teachers’  Association  at  Cleveland,  on 
the  subject  of  this  exhibit,  and  found  an  enthusiastic  response 
from  this  large  and  intelligent  body.  So  far  as  the  educational 
exhibit  from  Ohio  is  concerned,  I anticipate  a creditable  show- 
ing, due  largely  to  the  fact  of  our  high  educational  system,  and 
the  intelligent  and  active  manner  of  those  in  whom  the  details 
have  largely  been  placed. 

At  the  Centennial  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia  in  1876, 
Ohio  did  herself  much  credit,  but  she  did  not  make  as  great 
nor  as  rich  a display  of  her  educational  development  as  was 
within  her  power.  I am  satisfied  from  the  general  disposition 
manifested  upon  this  subject  that  her  exhibit  at  Chicago  can 
be  far  in  advance  of  that  of  1876,  and  to  that  end  I urge  upon 
the  Board  that  every  encouragement  be  given  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  display  in  this  Department. 
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FISH  AND  FISHERIES. 


In  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Fisheries,  I have  filed  ap- 
plication for  the  State  of  Ohio,  asking  for  1,500  square  feet  of 
space  for  the  purpose  of  making  a mounted  exhibit  of  the 
different  specimens  of  fish  indigenous  to  Ohio  waters.  It  was 
first  contemplated  to  make  an  exhibit  of  our  live  fish,  but  upon 
conference  with  Mr.  C.  V.  Osborn,  of  the  Ohio  Fish  Commis- 
sion, it  was  discovered  that  it  was  practically  impossible  on 
account  of  the  expense  and  other  difficulties  to  make  a credit- 
able or  complete  live  fish  exhibit  from  this  State.  With  the 
authority  of  the  Committee  on  Fish  of  your  Board,  I have 
authorized  Mr.  Chas.  Kinney,  Secretary  to  the  Executive  Com- 
missioner, to  gather  such  information  relating  to  the  cost  of 
preparing  this  exhibit  as  will  be  necessary  to  intelligent  action 
by  your  Board.  After  your  action  he  will  enter  upon  the 
work  of  collecting  specimens  which  will  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  an  expert  taxidermist  and  mounted  or  cast  so  as  to  best 
represent  the  various  species  of  Ohio  fish.  The  number  of 
specimens  and  the  details  relating  to  their  mounting  will  be 
reported  to  you  at  a later  date. 

It  is  proposed  as  another  section  of  the  Ohio  fish  exhibit, 
to  collect  the  reports  of  the  Fish  Commission  of  this  State, 
and  also  such  statistics  and  reports  relating  to  fish  culture  as 
will  show  its  importance  in  the  commercial  field  of  this  State. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  can  present  such  appliances  and  illus- 
trations of  lake  fishing  as  will  give  a proper  idea  of  the  useful- 
ness— financial  value  and  magnitude  of  that  industry.  The 
extent  and  commercial  importance  of  the  fishing  industry  in 
the  State  of  Ohio  will  justify  your  board  in  making  such 
expense  as  will  make  a full  and  complete  exhibit  in  this  De- 
partment. In  order  to  convey  to  your  Board  the  importance 
of  the  fishing  industry  as  carried  on  by  Ohioans  on  Lake  Erie, 
I need  only  to  say  that  the  census  returns  of  1890  show  that 
for  the  year  1890  the  value  of  boats  and  apparatus  amounted 
to  $629,201,  and  that  the  catch  for  that  year  amounted  to 
47,449,481  pounds,  aggregating  in  value  $683,590. 
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MINES,  MINING  AND  METALLURGY. 


Application  was  originally  made  in  this  Department  for 
*7000  square  feet,  but  in  the  general  distribution  it  has  been  de- 
cided by  Mr.  Skiff,  Chief  Department  of  Mines  and  Mining, 
that  not  more  than  2000  square  feet  can  be  allotted  to  Ohio. 
He  says  other  states  have  made  similar  large  demands  for 
space,  but  that  each  will  be  granted  space  in  accordance  with 
the  extent  of  its  natural  resources.  Ohio  should  make  a splen- 
did display  in  this  department.  We  have  the  natural  re- 
sources to  exhibit  some  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable 
results  of  her  mines.  By  arrangements  with  Hon.  R.  M. 
Hazeltine,  Chief  Inspector  of  Mines  of  this  State,  we  will  be 
enabled  to  make  a collection  of  our  coal,  stone,  ore,  clay  and 
oil  industries  in  a manner  more  successful  and  creditable  than 
we  could  otherwise  do.  The  detailed  plan  of  the  Mining  ex- 
hibit has  not  yet  been  prepared,  but  the  collection  of  material 
has  already  commenced.  The  matter  of  a design  should  be 
the  work  of  some  Exposition  expert,  with  a knowledge  of 
architecture  and  a taste  for  beauty  of  arrangement.  I there- 
fore recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Mining  take  steps  to 
arrange  for  this  portion  of  the  Mines  and  Mining  exhibit. 

The  exhibit  of  our  mining  resources  should  be  so  designed 
as  to  show  in  a striking  manner  the  following  details  : 

1.  Our  coal  beds  should  be  shown  by  maps  and  models, 
and  specimens  of  the  different  varieties  of  coal,  together  with 
all  of  its  by-products  should  be  neatly  arranged  so  as  to  make 
an  exhibit  that  will  show  to  its  fullest  extent  one  of  the  great- 
est industrial  resources  of  the  State.  In  addition  to  this  there 
should  be  photographs  of  mining  property  as  well  as  plans  of 
mines  and  sections  of  interiors,  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
method  of  operation ; a chart  showing  the  production  and 
consumption  should  also  be  prepared. 

2.  Iron  ores  and  the  iron  industry  should  also  be  shown  in 
practically  the  same  manner. 

3.  The  clay  exhibit  of  this  State  should  be  shown  in  as 
creditable  manner  as  possible,  on  account  of  its  great  value  at 
present,  and  as  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  riches  in  the 
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future  development  of  the  Stafe.  The  different  clays  can  be 
exhibited  both  in  a raw  and  finished  condition. 

4.  The  building  stone,  as  well  as  other  stones  quarried  in 
this  State,  can  be  exhibited  by  specimens  which  will  show  the 
different  characters  ; as  lime  stone,  grind  stones,  building 
stones,  etc. 

5.  The  oil  and  natural  gas  industry  of  Ohio  will  also  come 
in  this  Department,  and  they  should  be  given  an  important 
section  in  the  Mining  exhibit. 

Taken  as  a whole,  the  condition  of  the  State  exhibits  are 
as  far  advanced  as  desired  ; such  as  the  Agricultural  and  Hor- 
ticultural exhibits  will  necessarily  be  delayed  until  the  latest 
period  ; as  to  the  others,  active  preparations  are  now  going  on, 
and  collecting  of  material  has  already  commenced.  In  the 
Educational  exhibit  all  manuscripts  representing  the  mental 
work  of  course  cannot  be  compiled  until  school  commences  in 
September,  but  there  are  sections  of  all  these  exhibits  which 
can  be  completed  fully  during  the  next  sixty  days. 

WOMAN’S  WORK. 

Up  to  this  date  I have  not  made  any  effort  or  effected  any 
organization  looking  to  an  exhibit  of  Woman’s  Work  from 
Ohio.  I have  deferred  this  advisedly  ; most  of  the  time  in  the 
past  four  months  has  been  devoted  to  the  urging  of  private- 
exhibitors  to  make  application  for  space,  and  to  accomplish 
the  work  in  the  Departments  as  heretofore  recited.  The  mat- 
ter of  showing  the  work  of  the  women  of  Ohio  is  such  that 
can  be  commenced  now  without  any  detriment  to  its  progress- 
or  accomplishment,  and  it  is  proposed  to  immediately  proceed 
to  organize  in  this  direction. 

HISTORICAL  AND  STATISTICAL  MAPS  AND  CHARTS 

As  one  of  the  methods  of  showing  in  the  different  State 
exhibits  our  progress  and  development,  historical  and  statistical 
maps  have  been  adopted.  By  the  authority  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  I employed  Mr.  Chas.  C.  Neereamer,  of  Columbus, 
to  compile  statistics  and  to  show  the  result  in  a series  of  maps 
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and  charts,  which  will  exhibit  in  a very  striking  way  the  differ- 
ent stages  of  progress,  and  the  relative  standing  of  the  various 
conditions  of  our  State.  These  chart's  will  be  prepared  with 
care  and  skill,  and  will  afford  to  the  careful  observer  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  comparisons  upon  the  growth  of  the  State  in  a 
much  clearer  and  more  effective  way  than  can  be  done  by  a 
mere  compilation  of  figures.  A number  of  charts  have  already 
been  prepared  and  others  are  in  course  of  preparation.  The 
following  list,  which  will  doubtless  be  increased,  shows  in  what 
line  the  work  is  carried  on  : 

1.  Chart  showing  population  of  State  with  rank  of  each 
county  based  on  number  of  inhabitants,  with  fluctuations  of  rank 
during  decennial  periods  to  1890. 

2.  Chart  showing  nativity  of  population  at  each  decade 
from  1850  to  1890. 

3.  Chart  showing  railroad  construction  in  Ohio — the  roads 
constructed  in  each  decade  between  1840  and  1890  being  repre- 
sented by  a different  color. 

4.  Chart  showing  wealth.  The  rank  of  each  county  being 
based  on  the  total  value  of  all.  property  for  taxation,  and  the 
fluctuations  during  decennial  periods  from  1850  to  1890,  and  for 
1891  and  1892. 

5.  Chart  showing  average  school  attendance  by  counties  ; 
rank  of  each  county  based  on  average  daily  attendance,  and  the 
fluctuations  during  decennial  periods  from  1850  to  1890  and  for 
1891  and  1892. 

0.  Chart  showing  annual  production  of  wheat  with  aver- 
age yield  per  acre  and  average  price  per  bushel  from  1850  to 
1892. 

7.  Chart  showing  annual  production  of  corn,  with  aver- 
age yield  per  acre  and  average  price  per  bushel  from  1850  to 
1892. 

8.  Chart  showing  division  of  population  between  urban 
and  rural,  1850  to  1890. 

9.  Chart  showing  working  population  of  the  State,  class- 
ified as  to  occupation,  from  1850  to  1890. 

10.  Chart  showing  total  population  with  population  of 
school  age,  school  enumeration  and  school  attendance  from 
1850  to  1890. 
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11.  Chart  showing  total  population  with  proportion  of 
indigent  or  defective,  and  number  in  public  institutions,  1890. 

12.  Map  showing  each  county  and  the  population  of  same 
in  waste,  forest  and  cultivated  lands,  and  colored  to  show  cer- 
tain classified  crops  based  on  returns  for  1890. 

13.  Archaeological  maps  showing  early  history  and  sub- 
divisions of  the  State. 

14.  Chart  showing  quantity  of  different  kinds  of  live 
stock,  1850  to  1890. 

15.  Showing  total  wealth  (tax  value)  and  proportion  of 
taxes  assessed  against  the  same  by  counties  for  1890. 

16.  Map  showing  canal  system  of  Ohio,  giving  details 
as  to  elevation  locks,  dams  and  reservoirs. 

17.  Maps  showing  locations  of  mineral,  oil  and  gas  fields. 

18.  Map  showing  location  of  each  school  house  in  the 
State. 

These  charts  are  to  be  neatly  framed  in  solid  oak,  and 
covered  with  glass,  thereby  giving  them  a permanency  which 
will  enable  them  to  be  preserved  for  future  reference  and  use. 

FURNISHING  THE  STATE  BUILDING. 

It  having  been  determined  by  the  Committee  on  State 
Buildings  to  interest  certain  cities  in  the  furnishing  of  certain 
rooms  in  the  building,  it  can  be  reported  to  your  Board  at  this 
tinje  that  the  following  cities  have  determined  to  take  part  in 
this  work  : Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Toledo,  Columbus  and 
Portsmouth.  I have  assurances  from  Mansfield  and  other  cities 
in  the  State  that  they  will  also  participate  in  this. 

The  Board  of  Trade  of  Columbus  has  taken  upon  itself 
the  furnishing  of  the  Board  of  Manager’s  room  in  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  Ohio  State  Building.  The  details  of  furnish- 
ing have  been  left  to  their  architects,  Messrs.  Yost  & Packard, 
who  report  to  me  the  following  as  the  style  of  decoration. 

“This  being  the  largest  city  in  the  United  States  bearing 
the  name  of  Columbus,  and  this  being  the  four  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Columbus,  they 
have  determined  to  properly  furnish  and  fit  up  this  room  in 
1492  style.  The  floor  will  be  of  buff  mosaic  with  border.  In 
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the  center  of  the  floor  will  be  a rug  made  in  accordance  with 
the  architect’s  design,  which  will  have  woven  in  it  “ Columbus, 
Ohio,  1892-1492.”  On  the  sides  of  the  room  there  will  be 
large  window-seats  formed,  upholstered  in  leather  ; the  backs 
of  the  seats  will  extend  to  the  window-sill  heighth.  Above 
this  will  be  formed  a wainscotting  cap  ; on  top  of  this  wains- 
cotting  cap  will  start  pilasters  which  will  extend  up  to  a wide 
frieze,  and  from  this  will  start  the  cove  ceiling.  The  room  will 
be  furnished  in  birds-eye  maple  or  stucco  highly  ornamented. 
The  side  wall  space  between  the  pilasters  will  be  filled  with 
double  plaie  mirrors  ; the  cove  ceiling  will  be  highly  deco- 
rated in  buff  and  gold,  which  will  be  brought  out  by  one  hund- 
red incandescent  lights.  The  furniture  in  the  entire  room  will 
be  made  in  accordance  with  the  architect’s  drawings,  and  it  is 
the  intention  to  have  the  entire  room  finished  in  the  white  and 
gold  effect.” 

The  city  of  Cincinnati  will  furnish  the  gentlemen’s  parlor, 
but  the  details  and  style  has  not  been  furnished  me,  and  I can 
not  communicate  the  information  to  your  Board.  The  same 
can  be  said  of  Cleveland,  Toledo  and  Portsmouth,  but  I am 
advised  by  correspondence  from  these  points  that  the  work  is 
well  under  way  and  the  rooms  which  they  have  selected  will 
be  properly  and  creditably  furnished. 

THE  DEDICATION. 

Other  States  have  already  commenced  to  make  prepara- 
tions for  the  dedication  in  October,  and  I am  at  present  mak- 
ing arrangements  that  will  probably  result  in  the  attendance 
of  the  State  Officers  and  our  Legislature.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  Ohio  should  be  properly  represented  on  that  occasion, 
and  the  indications  are  that  she  will  be.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  looking  to  the  presence  of  a portion  of  the  National 
Guard  and  other  military  divisions  from  this  State.  I recom- 
mend to  your  Board  that  some  steps  be  taken  looking  to  the 
special  dedication  of  the  Ohio  State  Building  as  a feature  of 
the  general  dedication.  A special  program  could  be  arranged 
in  which  the  Governor  and  eminent  men  of  our  State  could  be 
present  and  the  formal  opening  of  our  building  could  be  made 
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cotemporary  with  that  of  the  buildings  of  the  Exposition.  It 
is  proposed  to  make  this  occasion  a specially  impressive  and 
interesting  one  for  visiting  Ohioans.  The  building  itself  will 
be  converted  into  aa  art  gallery,  showing  on  canvas  Ohio's 
governors,  senators,  and  eminent  men,  and  it  is  proposed  that 
the  building  itself  shall  be  a minature  exposition  of  the  great- 
ness of  our  State.  I urge  upon  the  Board  to  lend  its  support 
to  all  measures  in  this  direction,  as  from  present  indications 
Ohio  will  be  the  only  State  whose  building  will  be  completed, 
furnished  and  dedicated  at  that  time.
